purpose, the 

and the language used— the words in 
which it is expressed,— are to be con- 
sidered. 

One of the first resolutions presented 
to the convention and the first adopted 
by it was as follows: 

"Resolvad, that a national govern- 
ment ought to be established, consist- 
ing of a supreme, judicial, legislative, 



proved defective, it had served to 
bridge over the closing years of the 
war while the States were held togeth- 
er by the cohesive power of a common 
danger, but it was seen by the saga- 
cious men of the times that It was in- 
sufficient to discharge the duties and 
responsibilities of an Independent 
power Id its true and widened rela- 
tions. Her.ce they met the question 
at the very beginning of their deliber- 
ations and declared for the establish- 
ment of « national government. A 
league of the States had been tried and 
found wanting. A stronger govern- 
ment, self executing in its po»e r s, was 
demanded. A failure to recognise this 
fact and accept it in its true signifi- 
cance has been the fruitful cause of 
much of thedivlsion and sUife which 
have prevailed over the proper con- 
struction of the Constitution. 

A national government was estab- 
lished, not with unlimited, but wiih 
ed powers,— sovereign within its 
sphere of action. 

The preamble of the Constitution 
declares its source, "We, the people," 
and lis purpose, "to form a more per 
feet Union, establish justice, Insure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the 



welfare, and secure the blessings of 
liberty to ourselves and our posteri ty . " 
Article 6 expressly asserts its suprem- 

'This Constitution and the laws of 
the United States which shall be made 
in pursuance thereof; and all treaties 
i, or which shall be made, under 
the authority of the United States, 
shall be the supreme law of the land; 
and the judges In every State shall be 
bound thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any State to the 
contrary notwithstanding." 
Here is nationality asserted in words 
>o plain for misconstruction. Three 
departments are established as con- 
templated by the resolution quoted 
i, the legislative power vested in 
CoDgress; the executive power vested 
in the President; and the judicial pow- 
vested in the Supreme Court and 
the inferior courts established by Con- 
gress. The power and authority of 
these departments, and other Hghts 
delegated to the general government, 
declared; other rights are denied 
to the general government; others are 
denied to the States, 

The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the Slates, are re 
served to the States respectively or to 
the people-" 

Rights are granted, rights are de- 
nied, and rights are reserved, and the 
people are the source of all. Ilence it 
s, in the language of Mr. Webster, 
'The people's Constitution, the peo- 
lie's government; made for the people; 
made by the people, and answerable to 
the people. The people of the United 
States have declared that this Consti- 
tion shall be the supreme law." 
Sovereignty being conceded, exten- 
ive or limited as it may be, it carries 
rith it all of the means necessary and 
proper for its exercise, for it would be 
folly to say that a government is sov- 
ereign and deny it the attributes of 
sovereignty, to say it is a nation aud at 
the same time si rip it of the inherent

effective. The piwcr to declare war, 
for instance, carries with it all of the 
incidental powers necessary to thi 
prosecution of war. So with that t< 
regulate commerce and with the othei 
enumerated powers. It would have 
been impossible to declare in detai 
how the enumerated powers should be 
exercised; or what means, necesstry 
ar,d conducive to ihe end, should be 
employed. No human mind could an- 
ticipate, and no human language could 
provide for, all the emergencies which 
might in thee ourse of events arise. 

The purposes are declared, the ex- 
press grants are made, but the especial 
means, or choice of means conducive 
to the accomplishment of the purpose, 
are left to be provided for as the occa- 
sion arises, with power in the courts to 
check any abuse. 

The express power conferred by the 
Constitution created a nation,— a fed- 
erated nationality,— sovereign within 
ts sphere. It would follow that this 
creation, if it has existence, which it 
is admitted it has, has the right to pre 
serve that existence by all necessary 
means of self defense. This question 
was a very pertinent one a few years 
Happily it no longer disturbs the 
country; and the Integrity and life of 
the nailon are preserved for the bless- 
ing of ibis and the generations which 
ire to follow.

It neitb. r 
enlarges any power specifically grunt* 
ed, nor is It a grant of any new powers 
to Congress, but it is merely adeciara 
tion for the removal of all'uncerUlnty 
that the means of carrying luto execu- 
tion those otherwise granted are in- 
cluded in the graut. The advocates of 
a strict consiiuction of tbeConstitu 
would IMBrit the meaning of the 
words 'uecessarj 1 and 'proper' to what 
Is absolutely and indispensibly aeoctaa 
ry. Those who- are more liberal in 
their construction would embrace w hat 
is needful, requisite, incidental, u»e- 
ir conducive to, arid this Is the 
view which has prevailed iu the admin 
.ratiou of the government. 
Let iheend be legitimate, let it be 
thinthescope of the Constitution; 
d all means which are appropriate, 
arc plaluly adapted to iheend, and 
which are not prohibited, but are con- 
sisted with thclctterand spirit of tbc 
instrument, are constitutional."

HOW WATER FREEZES. 

It use to puzzle all thinking peo- 
ple why ponds aud rivers do not 
freeze beyond a certain depth. 
This depends ou a most curious 
fact, namely that water is at its 
heaviest when it reaches 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit — that is eight degrees 
above freezing point. On a frosty 
ight, as each top layer of water 
falls to 40 degrees it sinks to the 
bottom ; therefore, the whole pond 
has to drop to 40 degrees before 
any of it can freeze. 

At last it is all cooled to this 
point, and then ice begius to forua. 
But ice ii a v<rry bad conductor of 
heat. Therefore it shuts oil the 
freezing air from tin big body of 
comparatively warm' Vater under- 
neath, The thicker, it' gets the 
more perfectly does it net as a 
great coat, aud that is why oven 
the Artie ocean never freezes be- 
yond a few fee-tiu thiokuess.— Ma- 
rine Journal.

satisfactory settlement. We are 
to have a primary and if the pre- 
dictions of its supporters com 
pass then indeed will the Demo- 
cratic party be blessed. 



War between Venezula and 
combined powers of England and 
Germany seems iminent. The 
difference may be adjusted by ar- 
bitration but in the judgment ot 
those well acquainted with th* 
trouble it is not expected.
